Ten children in Cucamonga are;most families with children will 


depending on the big heartedness 
of their fellow citizens this week- 
end. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor, execu- 
tive secretary of the Upland 
Chapter of the Red Cross, who 
investigated their plight is count- 
ing on the readers of The Upland 
News to lose no time coming to 
the aid of this stricken family. 

She points out that it is an 
authentic case of real need. Mis- 
fortune, she says, strikes hardest 


‘at those least able to fend for 


themselves. In this case it is 
children who are hardest hit and 
their lot is worse than it has 
ever been. 

The children with their father 
and mother returned this week 
from Hemet to find their home 
in Cucamonga destroyed by fire 
and all their belongings lost. 
The father who was working in 
the apricot harvest is now un- 
employed. ‘ 

He is looking for work, hoping 
to find it harvesting potatoes. 
In the meantime he is also en- 
deavoring to get his family re- 
established. 

Mrs. Taylor says the greatest 
need is for children’s clothing. 
She stipulates ‘‘good used cloth- 
ing’’, and she points out that 


have something to fit one or more 
of these needy youngsters. She 
lists the ages and six of the 
children as follows: 

Two sets of twins, a boy and 
a girl 10 years of age, and girls, 
4 years of age. There are also 
boys 13, 12, eight and six years 
of age and girls three and two 
years of age, as well as an un- 
born child expected in October. 
Mrs. Taylor is accepting layette 
items for the mother. 

Also needed are table silver, 
sheets, towels and blankets. 

The Upland Red Cross is ar- 
ranging to get the family furni- 
ture, much of which has been 
contributed following a hurried 
telephone canvass by Mrs. Tay- 
lor. Veterans of Foreign Wars 
are contributing most of the fur- 
niture. The father is a war ‘vet- 
eran.

to the nearness of the subdivi- 
sions mentioned in the hearings. 
The Engles claim these proposed 
subdivisions are one mile away. 

Mr. Engle was represented at 
the appeal in San Bernardino be- 
fore the county supervisors by 
Harold Fagan. It followed a hear- 
ing two weeks ago. John C. Bel- 
cher, of Alta Loma claimed he 
has plans for 250 homes on 8&6 
acres in the immediate area and 
he definitely opposed the dairy 
operation. 

Mr. Fagan argued that Mr. 
Engle has never ceased? dairy 
operations on his property within 
the meaning of the law and con- 
sequently is entitled to continue 
operating a dairy there. Super- 
visor Daniel D. Mikesell suggest- 
ed that it might not be a plan- 
ning problem but a legal one. 

There was some argument in- 
volved as to the time since Mr. 
Engle ceased operating on the 
land as a dairy. He said county 
officials had refused him a per- 
mit within six months after dairy 
operations had ceased. 

Board Chairman S. Wesley 
Break wanted to know why Mr. 
Engle had waited two years be-| 
fore appealing to the supervisors. 

Mr. Fagan replied that Mr. 
Engle first exhausted all other 
possibilities before retaining him 
to file the appeal.

Taxes Pay One-Fourth 
Of City's Cost In Year 


Budget Passed 
By Council: 
Income Listed 


It will cost $733, 157 to operate 
the city of Upland for 12 months 
but owners of local property will 
pay only 25 per cent of the cost, 
according to figures revealed in 


the 1955-56 budget. 
The Upland city councilmen 
approved the budget Thursday } 


night on recommendation of the 
finance committee and after per- 
usal by all the councilmen. 

The tax rate of $1.68 will pre- 
vail. A 5 per cent pay increase 
Was granted, as reported in The 
Upland News last week. 

The new budget is $20,000 high- | 
er thaa the one for the year 
ending June 30. Assessed valu- 
ation is estimated at $11,000,000, 
although this figure may be 
changed when the official valu- 
ation total is reported. 

The tax rate on the assess- 
ment total will produce $184,800. 

The remainder of the $548,357 
needed to operate the city will 
come from the following sources:

COLLECTION RATES 

Adjustments are to be made} 
by the city in the rates for col-| 
lecting rubbish and garbage so 
this service will be on a self- 
supporting basis, according to 
council action. The budget anti-} 
cipates boosting the gross col- 
lections for the service about} 
$13,000. It is estimated this serv- 
ice returned about $10,000 less 
than it cost during the last fiscal 
year. 

PAID HOLIDAYS 

Upland policemen and firemen 
will get paid for working on six 
holidays, where previously they 
worked at the regular rate. This 
will be an increase of $1,749 for 
the police department and $405 
for the fire department. Neither 
department was granted any in- 
crease in personnel. 

Total cost of the police depart- | 
ment for the year will be $111,417 | 
as compared with $105,185 for 
the previous 12 months and $88,- | 
647 for 1953-54. 

Fire department expenses will 
be $34,163 as compared with} 
$26,658 for 1953-54. 

Concerning the city manager’s 
position, salary provision is made 
for only six months at City Man-} 
ager Richard G. Manley’s rate | 
of $828 a month. He_ has .an- 
nounced his plans to retire Jan. 
1, 1956. His successor will have 
a starting salary of $552 a month. 

Provision is made for installa- 
tion of additional water sprink- 
ling equigment in the Memorial 
park at a cost of $4,000. During

Upland city budget.
